Tlie prevJdue 
response Is Incorporated herein, by mfmwiCB, Claim 1, as amended, recites 'the first 
groove having a groove width smaller than the outer diameter of the InsuMve outer 
layer. 

Boser disofeses a conducive sleeve 312 having a tubular portion 313 through 
which a eonduetor passes The, sleeve 312 includes a protrusion 315 having a groove 
314 for holding a coil. The EMamt.ner interprets the protruelbn 315 having a first groove 
where pretrusfon 315 meets tybuiar: : po : rtto.n 313 and a seqend groove 314 In protrusion 
31 5. Applicant respeotivefy traverses. The Examiners interpretation does net 
correspond to what is aemafly taught, The wire extends through the tiifeular portion 31 -3>

sleeve 31 2 Is a un ita ry co mpo nent, however, if tabular portion 313 were somehow 
removed from Sleeve 312, the so-called "groove 5 ' would -still: not be 'fuhctloii^l Tor hQl^ihg 
the wire as suggested fey the Examiner because Its height formed by the relatively short 
side wails would he too shallow for holding a wire. Fyrlhertinore, the so-caHed "groove" 
that meets tubular portfen 313 has a dlam^tir that ^greater than the outer .insula! fen of 
the wire as elearly shown in Figure 3. The Instant invention addresses a need ier low 
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profile Junctfons by providing a component having a .groove with an open side for 

receiving an uninsulated portion of tNe wH.rsg t&mygh tlie open s|cf£ and lias a gmm& 

wfelth that Is smasler than an outer diameter of -the wire; outer insulation. Baser fails to 

teach, among other things, a first groove having an open side for i^eelvlog the wire of 

cable and having a groove width srnallw than the ou^ 

layer* For at least this rea&on, Appfe requests withdrawal of the 

refaction. 

Appiloant asserts that the remarks presentee! herein are fy% responsfve te the 
Office Action and ere sufficient to overcome the rejefetfOrt'S presented In the Office 
Action, However, there may Im other arguments to be made as to why the pending 
claims are patentable.
